GUEST EDITORIAL 


ACCURACY 


A lot of hobbies require accuracy in design, construction, 
and operation, Consider the amateur telescope-maker, or the 
scale-model machinist, or the boat builder. These people have 
at least one trait in common; accuracy. Usually, we think of 
accuracy only in measurement of parts being fitted together, 
for if they are not individually accurate, the final assembly 
will be out of tolerance--or may not even go together. To get 
this accuracy of dimension, we have to have a parallel accuracy 
of operation of the tools. And regardless of how nicely the de- 
vice is built, we require accuracy of unit operation. 

We can draw very close parallels in amateur radio; if it’s 
not put together well, you can’t expect really good operation; 
conversely, even though you may have the full blow from Cad- 
illac Rapids, you won’t get even poor results if you don’t operate 
accurately. 

Do you occupy 20 kc? Do you know just what is your main 
spurious frequency? Does your VFO drift? Do you need re- 
ceiver muting? Is your final operating with correct voltages 
and currents? Is your antenna tuned somewhere in the band? 

In the last few months, I’ve heard stations with the afore- 
mentioned troubles, and most of the operators actually admitted 
that they had trouble, but still stayed on the air. Yesterday’s 
mail brought a club paper wherein one was told not to worry 
over a 5:1 VSWR since its effect would be swamped out by the 
large transmission line losses! Same philosophy as playing 
the Beatles while driving without oil. 

Now that everyone is (was) stirred up over incentive licensing, 
let’s get on with accurate amateur radio: accurate construction, 
operation, and measurement. Twenty-five words per minute 
out of a 10% efficient transmitter into a 5:1 VSWR certainly 
doesn’t look extra good to me.

A request was 
made by the E, Fla. SEC to the SEC of N.C. to supply 3940 
with one of his NetControls, asthey were reading most all Florida 
stations, The same request from W4RKH, SCM of W., Florida 
was made to SEC of N.C. (W4MFK) to supply a NCS on Net Bravo 
(3836kc). Shortly thereafter Net Bravo was back in operation 
with a N.C, net control station, Net Charlie was not as lucky, 
By 0150 GMT South Florida was able to work Northwest Florida. 
K4DBF, Sue in Pensacola secured condition three promptly at 
0200 Z, on 3940 and K4NMZ in Milton closed 3836, 

Needless to say we had plenty of confusion and delay during 
this SET due to the long skip. This was no fault of the operators 
or their equipment, As we get more and more into the winter 
season, we will have more of these conditions, It might do well 
to consider emergency frequencies on the 160 meter band,

Operation Of Modern QSL Bureau 


By Bert Osborne, W4MF 
(PART II) 


We often times get letters of instructions here at the W4-K4 
QSL Bureau as to how the cards are to be sent out to the DX 
amateur. For example, one amateur instructed us to mail him 
one card as quickly as received at the Bureau, another wants his 
cards mailed once a month, others want only DX cards, no local 
or U.S. cards, etc., etc. We regret that it is impossible for us 
to comply with special instructions regarding the forwarding of 
cards from the Bureau, but when one considers that this is an 
assembly line process which an average of ten people involved, it 
will be realized that all amateurs’ cards must be handled the 
same. When we go through the files we mail whatever cards are 
there provided there is an S.A.S.E, 

Where an amatuer has a large accumulation of cards in the 
file and no envelope, we mail the cards one time, after that 
he must have an envelope on file, 

To show you how impractical it isfor us to mail your cards ac- 
cording to special instructions just take a look at these figures; 
May 17, 1965 Chattanooga Bureau inherited 80,000 cards 
from former QSL Bureau, dating back to 
Dec, 1964, 

Present Bureau received 8,000 cards 
from former Bureau. 

Present Bureau received 16,000 cards 
and 2,400 envelopes (SASE) from former 
Bureau (129 lbs. Rwy. Exp.). 

This makes a total of 104,000 cards re- 
ceived from the former Bureau in about 
3 months, 


June 6, 1965 


Sept. 9, 1965 


At the same time we have been receiving (since the address 
of the Bureau was changed) about 2000 QSL cards per week for 
about 9 weeks or 18,000 cards, 

During this period we have had to organize the Chattanooga 
Bureau, transferring the cards and envelopes on hand at the 
Atlanta Bureau, procure 4 drawer steel filing cabinets, build 
sorting racks, sort out the 80,000 cards and 10,000 envelopes. 
And we have mailed over 50,000 cards to more than 2500 ama- 
teurs. 

Another item which is aggravating and should be changed 
(we think), is the QSL cards for the /4’s coming into the 4th 
Bureau. For example, why shouldn’t the QSL cards and the SASE 
for K1XYZ/4 go to the first district call area Bureau? We have 
no facilities for filing these cards and envelopes, 

Perhaps this explanation of what goes on in a modern QSL 
Bureau will make our members a little more patient with the 
Bureau. Remember there are about 10 or 15 people working 
gratis in the Bureau. Our mailing address is;

Visitors to our Bureau are welcome at any time. If any member 
of the 4th district wants to visit usto pick up his cards he is wel- 
come. Charles Weller, K4MRZ, President of the Frye Amateur 
Radio Club, has been the wheelhorse in the transfer and organ- 
ization of the Chattanooga Bureau. ‘‘Denver’’ Finnell, W4BWZ, 
manager of the Chattanooga QSL Bureau has been Charlie’s 
shadow. The rest of the club has helped in varying amounts. 

We think ARRL should take some interest in QSL bureaus, 

The QSL process is heavily reponsible for the interest in ham 
radio. Why shouldn’t the QSL department, ARRL have an in- 
spector to visit the bureaus and investigate complaints instead 
of blindly defending the QSL managers and assuming they can do 
no wrong and backing them blindly. Yours for better QSL 
Bureaus!

: TIPS ON EMERGENCY 


By Ken Stewart, W4SMK 

A few tips to phone ops who might be called on to help ina 
future emergency. 

1. If operating from home be sure your gear is the best you 
can build or buy with the maximum power output you can afford. 
You should have VOX and PTT on SSB or Am, a good receiver, 
strong antennas the first breeze won’t blow down, an emergency 
power source that is dependable, and all the operating aids you 
need handy. Now is the time to fix your line noise problem, 
not when a storm is on the way. 

2. If you are not an official CD or Red Cross station, or are 
not the official station representing ARPSC in your County the 
best thing for you to do is just to monitor the emergency net(s), 
Keep your mouth shut and your itchy little finger off the button. 
Give the official local station a chance to answer NCS when call- 
ed. If he does not reply the second or third time, or if the NCS 
calls for your city then youcanbreak and offer to help. Otherwise 
keep quiet. It is not necessary to call the NCS and inform him 
you are listening. He is busy asheck already and this just wastes 
more valuable time. If he needs you, he will call you and then 
you can show whether you are really standing by or not. 

3. When you break an emergency net do notjust holler ‘‘break 
break.’’ ThistellsNCS exactly nothing. Break with your call sign, 
and your call sign only, and stand by. It is not necessary to say 
‘WAA4ANCS this is W4SMK.’’ The NCS already knows what his 
call is; what he wants to know is what your call is. 

4, Don’t be too eager to help the NCS in relaying, etc. unless 
he requests you to. It is easier for him to ask a weak station to 
repeat a few times than it is form him to sort out all the stations 
breaking him to offer help in relaying, and it is usually quicker. 
We all desire to help, certainly, but sometimes in our eager- 
ness we waste more of the nets time than we should. If NCS de- 
cides he needs help he will call for it. Let him be the judge. 

5. Be sure you are zero beat with NCS and that you remain 
zeroed at all times, If you must break a phone net on CW it is 
best to drop down a Kc, or so to make a beat note NCS can copy. 
NEVER NEVER NEVER tune up on or within 5 Ke. of a net 


frequency. This should be obvious, but it is still done much too 
often, 
6. Do exactly as the NCs directs with no comments, If you 


disagree save your arguments for after the emergency and then 
hash it out, NCS is boss as long as he is running the net. 
7. Brevity is the key to good net operation, both the NCS 
and all net members should remember this. 
8, There is no substitute for experience. Ifyou never operate 
in a net for 364 days a year you are certain to foul up the one 
day you try to help in an emergency. Get some experience.

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Questions by W7ZC... 
Answers by FCC 


By W7ZC 

Last fall You-Know-Who, Editor of 73 inquired of FCC 
concerning call sign usage by visiting operators at an Ama- 
teur station. On page 64, Jan. 73, 73 Magazine quotes from a 
letter received from Mr. Ben Waple, FCC Secretary. The rul- 
ing now appears that the operator must use HIS call on any 
equipment that he is controlling! (See 73 Jan 1965 for exact 
wording.) 

Mr. Waple referred to ‘‘your individually licensed amateur 
radio station.”? Intrigued by this new FCC ruling, the writer 
wrote FCC as follows: 

“Please clarify the FCC position and regulations concerning 
this matter (Waple letter to 73) as specifically called out as 
follows. The cases are hypothetieal and imaginary but the situ- 
ations are genuinely possible. 

1, Station W7ZC is licensed to an individual. It is visited 
by W7ZZZ who holds a ticket other than Novice or Technician, 
W7ZC is NOT on the premises and after consent of W7ZC, 
OPERATES the equipment, 

Q—Does W7ZZZ sign his own call? 

Q—Does W7ZZZ have to give prior notice to FCC Engineer 

in charge of this area? 

A-—by FCC, 1. Unless he is in control of such operation, 
the licensee of the individual amateur station, W7ZC, 
may not permit the use of his station call sign by another 
amateur operator. ‘‘Control’’ for this purpose contem- 
plates the ability to monitor a station’s operations and to 
terminate such operation for any impropriety or mal- 
function. When the licensee of station W7ZC is not in 
control we will permit his equipment to be operated under 
station call sign of another licensee, such as W7ZZZ. 
Notice need not be furnished unless such operation will 
exceed 48 hours (Section 97.97). The foregoing does not, 
of course, apply to RACES stations. 

W7ZC is licensed to an individual, He is a member of 

a radio club and it is on Field Day exercises. He is NOT 

at the operating site much of the time. Operators are not 

Novices or Technicians, 

Q-—Does the operator at the equipment use his call; Consider- 
ing W7ZC is not at the operating position? 

Q—Daes this operator have to give prior notice? 

A—by FCC. 2. The foregoing applies to Field Day oper- 
ations; i.e., “even though multiple station operation may be 
involved, the licensee of station W7ZC must be able to 
control all operations under his station call sign. Ob- 
viously, if he is not at the operating site, he cannot meet 
this control requirement, 

3. W7ZZC is licensed to the ZION RADIO ASSOCIATION, a 
club of amateurs. WT7ZC is the TRUSTEE of this club 
station, W7ZC is being operated at the Club House, but 
Trustee W7ZC is NOT on the premises, 

Q- What call is used? 

Q-—Is prior notice required? 

A—by FCC. 3. To meet this responsibility, the trustee of an 
amateur club station is not required to personally super- 
vise and control all operations under the club’s station 
call sign. Instead , the trustee may delegate certain 
supervisory activities to a station manager or to other 
responsible club members, This leeway is permitted 
since the nature of a club’s station operations often ren- 
ders it impractical for the trustee to be in position to ex- 
ercise direct control at all times. The trustee is, how- 
ever, expected to be able to assume direct control of the 
club station if it should prove necessary or expedient, 
He should also generally supervise operations by checking 
the station log, testing the equipment, assuring that the 
station is inaccessible to unauthorized persons, etc. 

4, Station W7ZZC is licensed to the NON-PROFIT ZION 
RADIO ASSOCIATION. One of the ZRA Headquarters per-

For some reason it is difficult to obtain 100% reporting effort 
from our OES appointees. Perhaps it is the imposing length 
of the reporting form but even this is broken down into appro- 
priate sections according to the activity and interest of the ap- 
pointee. He need not fill in each section unless perinent. If 
the OES has little or even nothing to report for any given month 
it is only necessary to forward one copy to this office where it 
is read and then filed AFTER the receipt of this report is noted 
on the record card. This is the only way that this office can 
know that the appointee is still interested in retaining his ap- 
pointment. If your report contains information that the VHF 
Editor of QST may wish to incorporate in his column please 
send in two copies of the report. I forward one to Headquarters 
and retain the other, In any event, this SCM carefully notes what 
is going on as an indication of our progress VHF-wise within 
the section. We could have have so many more OES appointees 
particularly among many of our leading VHFers. Why not 
apply for this appointment and let us all in on the fine work you 
are doing. At the same time you would be helping our section 
immensely, 

OO reports require very little justification. Obviously they 
are the only way that we know how effectively our OOs are 
performing and whether or not we are justifying the belief 
of the FCC that we are capable of policing our own bands. 
Not only is the regular monthly report necessary but it is also 
extremely important that each OO put forth enough effort to jus- 
tify his appointment.

97.45 Limitations on antenna 
structures, 

(a) No new antenna structure 
shall be erected for use by any 
station. in the Amateur Radio 
Service, and no change shall 
be made in any existing an- 
tenna structure used or intend- 
ed to be used by any station 
in the Amateur Radio Service 
so as to increase its overall 
height above ground level, with- 
out prior approval by the Com- 
mission, in any case when 
either; 

(1) the antenna structure pro- 
posed to be erected will ex- 
ceed an overall height of 170 
feet above ground level, except 
where the antenna is mountedon 
an existing man-made structure 
other than an antenna structure 
and does not increase the over- 
all height of such man-made 
structure by more than 20 feet, 
or 

(2) the antenna structure pro- 
posed to be erected will exceed 
an overall height of one foot 
above the established airport 
(landing area) elevation for each 
200 feet of distance, or fraction 
thereof, from the nearest boun- 
dary of such landing area, ex- 
cept where the height of the an- 
tenna does not exceed 20 feet 
above the ground or if the an- 
tenna is mounted on an existing 
man-made structure other than 
an antenna structure or natural 
formation and doesnot increase 
the overall height of such man- 
made structure or natural for- 
mation by more than 20 feet as 
a result of such mounting.
